Meantime Mr. Biaine ts at work. He ap- 
preciates that he has the leeway only from 
now until next winter and the negotiations 
with the Spanish-American countries must be 
completed before that time. He is excluding 
himself from the publie and is devoting him- 
self entirely to the prosecution of the plan 
which he believes will be the salvation of the 
party and certainly give him a full page in 
history if he is successful. Many times a day 
he receives visits from the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the South American repmblics. 
The great trouble he has experienced and 
probably will continue to exportence is that 
duties, on the base of which he is making the 
negotiations, are already removed, owing to 
the obstinacy of the McKiniey-Reed crowd, 
and Mr. Blaine is placedin the attitude of a 
beggar. He goes hat in hand with nothing to 
offer except an indetinite threat of the future 
imposition of duties. 

Under these circumstances the South Amer- 
jeans who are hard traders, will drive a close 
bargain. They fully appreciate the fact that 
Blaine is working on a political condition rather 
than an economic theory, and they are shrewd 
enough to see that the tide in this country is 
running strongly against the school of poli- 
ticians, which Mr. Blaine and the republican 
party represent.

We 
may not be making as much progress with 
Chili. Chiliis not as cordial in its love of 
the United States as aro some of 
the other Spanish-American nations. In Cuba 
there is a tremendous agitation of the question 
of reciprocity with the United States. Just 
what is the disposition at Madrid is yet to be 
foundout. There has beena change of cabinet 
there and the new Spanish minister here was 
presented tothe president today. Our minister 
to Spain, Mr. Grabb, is on his way to Spain, 
having fullinstructions in his carpetbag. The 
question of reciprocity will unquestionably 
Serveatremendous agitation this winter.

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BOYCOTTING TILLMAN. 


The Four Hundred Did Not Invite Him to 
the Ball. 

Crarueston, 8. C., November 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Although elected governor of the Pal- 
metto State by an overwhelining majority, B. 
R. Tillman is still out in the cold with the 
four hundred of Sonth Carolina. The state 
four hundred is known as the South Carolina 
club, which gave its annual ball last night 
At the meeting of the club before the ball, 
some of the members made an effort to get the 
governor-elect invited. The proposition was 
met by the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion, which, of course, excluded Tillman: 

Resolved, That heneeforward no person residing 
within the limitsof South Carolina will be ad- 
mitted to the state ball unless he be elected a 
member by the vote of the club at a regular meet- 
ing in the regular way. 

At the same moeting the name of J. T. Till- 
man, ason of Congressman Tillman and a 
nephew of Ben Tillman, was proposed for 
membership, but was withdrawn when it was 
understood that he would be blackballed. The 
event has stirred the lung tung society to its 
depths, and direful consequences are expected. 

Tillman is not popular with the four hun- 
dred set. They say he wears unboiled shirts 
and dispenses with collars, but this is an ex- 
aggeration. His friends are now talking of 
getting up a grand inauguration ball in his 
honor, in December next, and it is 
certain that the coming legislature, which 
is overwhelmingly Tillmanitish, will pass a 
law forbidding the use of the statehouse by

ernor-eiect Tillman came down to Charleston. 
He says the object of his visit here is to look 
into the phosphate business, with a view of 
either selling out the state’s interest in the 
way of a royalty or prorating the royalty 90 as 
to foree the wealthy people of Charleston to 
divide their wealth with the poor of the up 
country.

THE ALABAMA SENATORSHIP. 


All the Candidates Confidert—How Pools 
Are Selling. 


MonTGOMERY, Ala., November 14.—[Spe- 
cial.|—There is no change in the senatorial 
situation tonight. The pools are selling six to 
five on Pugh, six to five on Seay, six to four on 
Kolb and Watts each, and six to one on a dark 
horse. 

The candidates all claim to be confident, but 


the fight is growing very bitter. Seay is 
charged with coquetting with Kolb, the alli- 


ance candidate, and the batteries of Pugh’s 
friends*are turned loose on both mercilessly. 
Seay’s friends indignantly deny the charge. 
In the senate caucus today, a resoln- 
tion was adopted asking the house to 
fix Wednesday night for a joint senatorial cau- 
cus. This resolution was adopted in the sen- 
ate by a very decided majority over a motion 
of the anti-Pugh minority, who wanted a cau- 
cus Monday night. Pugh’s friends were jubi- 
lant, claiming a big victory. The house cau- 
cus, however, refused to adopt the senate reso- 
lution and substituted Monday night as the 
time for the caucus. Pugh’s friends opposed 
the substitute and a stubborn tight was made 
over it, but the substitute was finally adopted 
by 48 to 24. 


A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 


William Borneman Supposed to Have Com- 
mitted Suicide. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., November 14.—[Spe- 
cial.|—William Borneman, the Charleston 
and New Orleans head of the great Russian 
cotton firm of Knoop & Co., has mysteriously 
disap and all indications paint to the 
rowning. 
A man was heard struggling in the dock near 
his office at 4 o’clock this morning. Borne- 
man has been under the weather physically 
for some time, and had frequently spoken of 
drowning himself. He left his house last 
night, leaving his purse and watch and part of 
his clothing in his room. His family live in 
Bremen, his birth place. He was vice consul 
of the kingdom of Netherlands. They are drag- 
ging the docks for his body which has not 
yet been found. 


THE HOMEOPATHISTS. 


Last Day’s Session of the Convention in Bir- 
mingham. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 14.—The 
Homeopathic Medical Association, which has 
been in session in this city this week, closed 
its labors tonight. The work of the body to- 
day was largely professional in character, con- 
sisting of the reading and discussion of papers 
in medicine and surgery by distinguished 
members and visitors. Among the latter were 
a number of physicians of the allopathic pro- 
fession of Lirmingham. Nashville was se- 
lected as the place of meeting next year. Dr. 
H. R. Stout, of Jacksonville, Fla., president 
of the State Board of Homeopathic Exam- 
iners of the State, was elected president for 
the ensuing term. Before adjournment the 
association gave its official endorsement to the 
medical bill now before the legislature of this 
state, providing fora separate board of med- 
icalexaminers for each system of medical 
practice. 


A San Francisco Blaze. 

San Francisco, Cal., November 14.—A dis- 
astrous fire broke out last night in the large 
brick building, known as the Wertheimer 
building, corner of Sacramento and Davis 
streets, owned by S. |Wangheim, and foccu- 
pied by H. Dutard, commission merchant; Se- 
roni & Co., candy manufacturers, and H. 
Leives & Co., cigar manufacturers. The flames 
wére leaping through the roof before an alarm 
was sounded, and shortly. after the roof fell, 
followed by the tloors which were filled with 
heavy machinery. At 11 o’clock the wallsifell 
out in the street with a crasb, and the firemen 
only saved themselves by plunging through 
the windows of stores opposite the burning 
building. This gave the firemen a chance to 
work and they soon had the tire under centrol. 
The loss will be heavy, probably $250,000, there 
being much expensive machinery and valuable 
stock in the building.

THE FOG WAS HEAVY 


AND THE FNGINEER DID NOT SEE 
THE 8IGNAL, 


AND A HORRIBLE WRECK OCCURRED, 


In Which Two Persons Were Killed and a 
Large Number Injured—The Cas- 
ualties of Yesterday. 


PirtssurG, November 14.—A collision o¢- 
curred on the Pennsylvania road, near New 
Florence, Pa., this morning between the first 
and second sections of a western express, killing 
two passengers and injuring eleven others. The 
killed are Henry D. Minot, of Brooklyn, and 
Mrs. S. H. Angell, of Washington. The in- 
jured are KR. §S. Delaney and wife, of Hay- 
market, Va., very severely; J. F. Mathews, of 
Baltimore, very seriously; J. Hillman, of 
Washington, internally; William Rochester, 
of the Hoffman house, New York, internally; 
A.C. Hex, of Providence, R. I., seriously; 
Miss N. V. Kellogg, of Richmond, slightly; J. 
H. Hill, of Sunbury, Pa., internally injured, 
serious; William Miller, of Allegheny City, 
very seriously; Henry McCormick, engineer, 
Nineveh, very seriously, and Dr. Wiehle, very 
seriously.

The horror of the scene was increased by the 
burning of the Pullman coach 

The accident was caused by a heavy fog, 
which prevented the engineer from seeing the 
first section in time to stop the train. The 
first section left New York last evening. 

The first section of the express is known as 
No. 9 and the second No. 7. The first section 
was due at New Florence at 5:46 o'clock a. m., 
but it was 6:38 0’clock when the train reached 
that station. The fog was se dense that 
the engineer did not notice the red signal 
in the tower, till after he had passed. He 
then slowed up, and went back for his orders. 
He then pulled ahead and slowed. 

Inthe meantime a flagmanof No.9 had 
gone back to signal No.7. According to the 
conductor of No. 9 the second train crashed 
into the first w.thin a minute and a balf after 
the flagman’s departure. The flagman could 
not have gone farin that time, yet he says he 
torpedoed the tracks and the engineer of the 
second section saw his signals. The two 
passengers who were killed outright wero 
asleep in their bunksinthe rear end of the 
car and never knew what hurt them. 
Twenty-two passengers were in the car, most 
of whom were congregated in or around the 
wash-room in the frontend of the ear. The 
engine of No.7 telescoped into this car ten or 
twelve feet and then stopped, or the loss of 
life would have been much greater. The 
wrecked car caught fire, but the passengers 
were all gotten out without harm from the 
flames. The sleeper next forward was thrown 
from the track, but nobody in it was much 
hurt. 

Only one person was hurt on the second 
train—the fireman of the engine—and he but 
slightly. 

Later news from the disaster reports that 
seven more were injured, making eighteen in 
all, only two in the carescaping. Their names 
are: E. A. Perrish, Quincy, T)l.; Miss M. 
Welfare, of Cleveland: H. S. Hill, of Pitts- 
burg: Samuel Galle, of New York; J. W. 
Weslie, of Boston; Mrs. S. D. Williams, of 
Cleveland: E. H. Tighe, of Detroit. 

S.Q@. DeLaney and wife, of Haymarket, 
Va., were on their wedding trip, and both sns- 
tained serious injuries. C.C. Hex. of Provi- 
dence, R. L.. waa more serieusly injuted than 
at first supposed and cannot live. 


Collision of Freight Trains. 

RicH#MoND, Va., November 14.—[Special. |— 
A special to The Dispatch saysa collision of 
freight trains occurred this morning near 
Ford’s ~~ Dinwiddie county, on the Nor- 
folk and Western road. The engines came 
head end together, totally destroying both, 
derailing and piling sixteen cars on top of 
each other. The engineers and firemen of 
both engines jumped. One train hand was 
killed and five severely injured. Other names 
could not be learned. 


The Railroad Was Negligent. 
SALEM, Oregon, November 14.—The coro- 
ner’s jury empaneled to inquire into the cause 
of the death of the persons killed in the acci- 
dent on the Southern Pacitic railway on 
Wednesday night, returned a verdict last 
night that the accident was the result of an 
unsound and unsafe bridge, and the Southern 
Pacific company is guilty of criminal negli- 
gence in allowing such astructure to stand, 

and be used for the passage of trains. 


TOPICS OF TRADE, 


Dun’s Report of Business for the Week— 
Fluctuations and Failures. 

New York, November 14.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
trade review says: 

Those who have long expected 4 severe reaction 
in the stock market have now seen the average of 
prices thrown back to a lower point than has been 
touched atany other time for more than four 
years. The check now sustained may not improb- 
ably produce some shrinkage in transactions and 
a diminution of profits, but industrial and com- 
mercial conditions have been so favorable that 
- egmarc disturbances are tess likely to affect 
the general business seriously. 

Reports from other cities show that at most points 
events in Wall street have had little orno effect 
as yet. At Vhiladeiphia morfey is tight, and little 
commercial paper offered or selling. 

Wool manufacturers are buying wore liberally, 
with aslight advance in some grades. Leather 
is strong, and the shoe trade larger than last year, 
though less brisk than of late. Building is larger 
than in any previous year and operators in real 
estate are sapguine. At change, money is active at 
7 per cent. No other western points show distur- 
bance in trade. though money i8 generally close. 
Southern cities make much the same report. Bal- 


timore reports all business healthy, the milts run- 
ning and trade brisk, with satisfactory collec- 


tions. New Orleans finds money active, cotton 
receipts below last year’s, but sugar and rice lib- 
eral, with a good demand forall. Atlanta reports 
easy money anda good trade, and Savannah re- 
ports money tight, vut trade active. At Jacksen- 
ville, earlier northern travel than usua! causes 
activity. 

These accounts show a remarkably encouragi 
condition of business, but a more than ome 
scarcity of money in spite of good collections. 

The demand for manufactured iron products is 
not distinctly sinalier, and in railway supplies the 
decrease is foreshaduwed by financial troubles, 
Rails are nominally $29, but the state of the stock 
market i§ not encouraging. The boot and shoe 
trade is somewhat chilled by the prospect of re- 
action in leather, but thejprices range 7% to 10 
cents per pair higher than last year. Indry goois 
there is observed some hesitancy by buyers, but 
the mills are well sold up. Woolens realize 
slightly better prices in soime cases, and dress 

ls are firm. 

Breadstuffs are lower, exports in October shovw- 
ing a heavy decrease. Pork products are steady, 
coifee and cotton unchanged, and oil is 3, cents 
lower. 

The general speculation in products is less ac- 
tive than usual. While exports of products were 
enorinous in October. they have fallen twelve per 
cent below last year for November thus far at 
New York, but the larger excess over imports 
failed to affect the money market, since the move- 
ment of securities this way is large. Itis not to 
be forgotten that the demand for money is largely 
due to the unprecedented volume of business 
thus far.

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BIRCHALL STRANGLED 


FOR THE MURDER OF YOUNG BEN- 
WELL. 


HE SHOWS NO FEAR ON THE GALLOWS 


And Makes the Statement That Any Pub- 
lished Contession Is a “Fake’’— 
Scenes About the Scaffold. 


Woopsrock, Ont., November 14.—Reginald 
Birchall, whose case has attracted almost uni- 
versal attention, was hanged here this morn- 
ing for the murder of F. C. Benwell, a fellow- 
Englishman, whom he lured to America from 
England and then killed him in a lonely 
swamp not far from Niagara. Birchall met 
his fate firmly and died without showing any 
sign of fear. His wife called on him at 7 
o’clock last evening and was alone with him 
until 1 o’elock in the morning, when there was 
a sorrowful parting. Birchall spent most of 
the remainder of the night reading the scrip- 
tnres, praying and talking with Rev. Rural 
Dean Wade and the turnkey. ! 

He also arranged his affairs with his execu- 
tors. The quietness of death pervaded the jail 
until the hangman from Toronto came. He 
noisily demanded admission and when inside 
spoke loudly and often, so that the guards, who 
have become attached to Birchal!, through his 
uniform courtesy, were glad when the hangman 
unconcernedly lay down and went to sleep. 

BIDDING HIS FRIENDS FAREWELL. 

At4 o’clock Birehall bade good-bye to the 
night guard, Midgeiv, who has been watching 
him. Hewas fearful,thata “faked” confes- 
sion might be given gut after his death and 
gave out this document: 

WoopvstTock GAOL, November 10, 1890.—[All 
rights reservea.|—If, after my death there shall 
appear in the press, or in any other manner what- 
soever, any confession that 1 had any hand in the 
murder of Ff. C. Benwell, or any personal knowl- 
edge of said murder with the intent of malice 
aforethought, or any personal connection with the 
murder on the 17th of February, or any other day, 
or aby knowledge that any such murder was 
likely to be committed, or any statement further 
than I may have made public previous to this date, 
I hand this #tatement to the care of George Perry, 
of Woodstock, Ont., that he may know that any 
confession, Or partial confession, 1s entirely fic- 
titionsandin no way was ever written by me, 
and neither emanated from mein any way what- 
soever 40 any person, and the whole is fictitions 
und witkout a word of truth. This likewise ap- 
plies tomy storyin The Mailin which I have 
nade no such confession or partial confession. 


This holds good throughout. 
REGINALD BIRCHALL. 


HIS LAST MEAL. 

At 6 o’clock the other prisoners were put to 
work to get them out of the way and Birchall 
ate a couple offeggs, refusing other things, 


_ though he had eaten nothing during the night. 


The crowd from the surrounding country had 
by this time collected, and about 200 persons 
with admission cards were let into the jail 
yard. Trees, walls and other places near by 
wero crowded with people. His last hours, 
Birchall spent with the rector, Dr. Rice, the 


| gaol surgeon and Mr. Leetham, of Montreal, 


Bicchall’s college chum, who has stuck to 
him. All preparations were completed and 
the executioner went up and bound Birchall’s 
arms. 

MARCHING TO THE SCAFFOLD. 

At 8:25 o’clock the awful procession began, 
Rey. Rural Dean Wade leading in surplice, 
and reading the church of England ‘ 
the dead. Behind him were the.gaoi officers 
and the prisoner ,death‘y pale, bat resolute. 
Hiis step was strong. His jet black hair and 
moustache made the pallorof his face like 
marble. At the jail yard the vrisoner’s friend, 
Leetham, walked with him and held one hand 
in both of his with all assurance of a friend’s 
heart-clasp. The procession stopped at the 
gallows until the church service was finished. 

At the gallows the prisoner had a fixed look. 
It was not despair, but he had strung his 
whole being up to die game. 

As the last words of the service were said, 
Birchall stepped firmly forward, - took 
Leetham’s hands in his, and the friends kissed 
each other under the gallows. Birchall’s legs 
were bound, the black cap put on and the 
nouse adjusted. 

THE DROP FALLS. 

At 8:29 0’clock the signal was given and 
the drop fell. Convulsions commenced half a 
minute later, but they were not at all violent, 
resembling heavy breathing with a slight 
twitching of the hands and legs. 

At 8:30} o’clock the convulsions had ceased, 
and at 8:55 o’clock Dr. Chamberlain, who 
stood with his hand on the body, declared that 
life was extinct. There was just six minutes 
from the drop until the doctor declared 
Birchall dead. A post mortem was held by 
Dr. Odlam, and Coroner McLay presided at 
the inguest. Dr. Chamberlain said Birchall’s 
neck was broken. 

THE POST MORTEM. 

The post mortem discovered that death had 
been caused by strangulation. The usual 
statutory verdict was found by the coroner’s 
jury. The opinion of the jail officials and Dr. 
Chamberlain is thatthe execution was well 
done. Dr. Chamberlain says he never saw a 
more finished execution, aud in his judgment 
Birchall felt nothing three seconds after the 
weight had been tipped. The body will be 
buried in the jail yard, but where abont the 
officials will not divulge. 

WHAT THE CLERGYMAN SAYS. 

Toronto, Ont., November 14.—Rural Dean 
Wade, Birchall’s spiritual adviser, speaks 
freely about the letter given to the guard by 
Birchall, dated the 10th instant, denying that 
he had madea confession to anyone. Mr. 
Wade says the letter was a lie and that when 
he first saw it he gave up all hopes of the man 
The inference is that Birchall 
confessed to the clergyman. Dean Wade re- 
fused to read the Church of England burial 
services, and simply said a prayer at Birchall’s 
grave. 


A Thief in the Night. 

Eatonton, Ga., November 14.—[Special.]— 
Sometime during last night some sneak thief 
entered the bedroom of Mr. Charles Strong, 
on the second floor, at the residence of J. M. 
Rainey, where he boards, and teok from under 
his pillow #210, put there for safe keeping, by 
Mr. Strong. They then ritled his sets, 
taking therefrom his store keys aud watch, 
andfgoing to his store, a block away, entered 
and took from the money drawer its contents, 
amounting toa few dollars. They then placed 
the watch and keys in the drawer, shut the 
doors and left. Mr. Strong thinks lie was chio- 
roformed, as he has suffered with asevere head- 
ache since awakening this morning, and has 
all the symptoms of the effects of chioroform. 
No clue to the thief.

Citizens Meet Last Nicht and Hear Several 
Speeches. 

The fifth ward citizens held a well-attended 
meeting in Miles’s hall on Marietta street last 
night. 

Considerable enthusiasm prevailed, and 
everything was done in a most harmonious 
spirit. 

The meeting was held pursuant te a call pub 
lished in yesterday morning’s CONSTITUTION, 
All the candidates for the city offices were in- 
vited to be present and address the meeting, 
and quite a number were present. 

One of the important things done by the meet- 
ing was the adoption of a resolution requesting 
the city executive committee to amend the plas 
of election so that each ward couldjvote for its 
own candidate for ceuucil, the mayor and 
aldermen being voted for by all the wards. 

This resolution will be presented to the city 
executive committee today. 

Speeches were made at the meeting by Hon. 
Anton Kontz, Hon. F. TI. {Rice and Mr. 
Thomas H. Jeffries. 

Mr. Kontzin bis speech referred to the ques 
tion of eligibility. He said: 

Fellow Citizens, Schoolmates, and Friends of My 
Childhood : I am gratified to see so many of you 
here. lam before you tonight in, to me, the very 
novel position of a canditlate. Yes, a candidate 
for mayorof Atianta, my native city; here where I 
first saw the of day; here where all that is dear to 
me is centered; here where my father and my 
mother helped te nurse Atianta in its infancy, and 
here where they lived to see the little town grow 
up to be the capital city of Georgia—the Gate City 
of the south—and where they are now resting with 
other picneers—-your ancestérs—in peace, leaving 
to me and te you to sustain and advance the work 
which they so well becan. 

Now when some of you, my friends, have seen 
proper to present my name for the mayorality, we 


are met with the cry, ‘Ineligible.’ When two 
ago : over ito be 
one of your representatives in the 


city council, you nor I were. placed on 
notice that by accepting the office I would 
be robbed of the rights of citizenship; for one of 
the greatest “eee of citizenship is the right to 
vote and to hold office. 

The question of my eligibility having been 
raised, | have been given very able opinions, show- 
ing clearly that theact of November 12, 1889, 
does not affect me, because under the constitu- 
tion of the United States and the constitution 
of Georgia every citizen is protected against ex- 
post facto and retroactive laws. Now were the 
act of November 13, 188), really mtended to dis- 
franchise councilmen and aldermen ‘from the 
rights of citizenship, it could not affect those 
elected before its passage; and as I was elected in 
December, 1888, it would necessarily be retroactive 
to affect me. I will read eau here what one of the 
wost distinguished lawyers in Georgia says: 

The act of November 12, 1889, provides that 
eouncilinen and aldermen “shall be ineligible to 
any other municipal office during the term of 
ofiice for which they were chosen.”’ 

Eligibility has two meanings: 1. Capacity to 
hold; 2, capacity to be elected. Inthe first case, 
the question of eligibility or ineligibility is deter- 
ulined by inquiry inte qualifications at t! 
time the officer begins to discharge his 
duties. Inthe second case the inquiry must be 
made at the time the officer is chosen or elected. 
The meaning to be given tothe term is to be de- 
termined bythe contett. The general rule is 
that the qualifications of an oflicer 
to be determined at the time he enters upon the 
discharge of his duties, or in order to 
place any other construction wpon a disqualifying 
statute, the legislative intent to disqualify ata 

jou anterior to disqualification must clearly 
appear. Lf there is any donbt as to the construc- 
tion of the statute, the doubt must be dissolved 
in tavor of eligibility. ¢ 

The language of the law in question is “ineligi- 
ble to any other municipal office;:”’ that 
is, incapacitated to discharge the 
duties of the other office at the same time 
that he is discharging duties as coeuncii- 
man oralderman. If a person is elected mayor 
of a city in Georgia, and presents hinself at the 
time and place required by law to begin the dis- 
charge of bis duties, and at that time is asked 
this question: ‘“‘Were you chosen a councilman 
or al an of this city,and has your term of 
office under the charter of the city expired?” Lf 
he can for answer say, that his term of office has 
expired, he is not “ineligible” under the act of 
1889, no matter what was his status at the time ef 
his election. 

Fellow Citizens: This opinion, with others that 
have been given me by able lawyers show cleariy 
my ehgibility, and if elected, Atlanta shall be my 

Orin ; the continued prosperity 
of people and our ¢i 
my aim. city contracts and ail 
public work shall, if necessary, receive my con- 
stant attention. I will give the city’s interests 
preference over ali other business, and it is for 
you, fellowcitizens, te say whether you want me 
for your mayor. I do not fear the voice of the 
people and shall abide your decision.

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TWO CLEVER SPEECHES 


EXPLANATIONS BY MR. HARTRIDGE 
AND HON. T. M. NORWOOD 


As to Why They Broke the Caucus Obliga- 
tion—Mr. Norwood Against Both 
Calhoun and Gordon. 


T wo clever speeches— 

A big crowd— 

Well entertained! 

That was, briefly, and yet comprehensively, 


the affair at the capitol last night. 
The big crowd was a matter of course. Mr. 


Norwood’s famous sarcasm was advance assur- 
ance as to that, evenif the general interest in 
the senatorial situation, wrought up by the 
developments of the day before and by the 
street-gossip advertising of yesterday, had not 
in. themselves been sufficient to attract & 


crowd. 

Mr. Norwood, as was generally expected, at- 
tacked both Mr. Calhonn and General Gordon : 
Mr. Calhoun as personifying monopoly, while 
he agreed with the alliance upon the principles 
of the subtreasury, and Governor Gordon as 
equally objectionable upon the first ground 
and additionally objectionable as the repre- 
sentative and leader of opposition to the relief 
by the farmers. 

Mr. Hartridge Speaks. 

Hon. Gazaway Hartridge, of Savannah, 
spoke first. 

He was applauded as he arose to speak, Mr. 
Norwood sitting beside him in the speaker's 
chair. 

“This meeting,” said he, ‘‘was cailed at the 
request of many members of the legislature, 
chietly to hear from Mr. Norwood his views 
upon the present political sitnation. In this 
introduction I wish to say a few words about 
myself. 

“Yesterday President Leonidas F,. Living- 
ston had this notice read from the clerk’s 
desk, calling a» meeting of alliance members 
of the legislature.’’ 

Mr. Hartridge read the notice. 

“It would be very interesting,’’ he contin- 
ued, “if the representative from this district 
would give the people of Georgia all the facts 
in his possession. It would perhaps bo a reve- 
lation more entertaining than the golden 
books discovered by the inspired founder of 
the Mormon church. [Applause.] If I were 
speaking only to Atlanta people I would be 
more guarded in my expressions, but I am 
speaking to the people of Georgia; 
at least, to their representatives, or men who 
are supposed by their credentials and 
oaths to represent the people of Georgia, 
though some times it is suspected that some 
of thei are only the insigniticant agents of a 
great corporation’s lobby. Oh, these lobbyists! 
How familiar their faces! How often do we meet 
and greet them! We can detect their presence 
before they are visible. The organ of sight is 
not necessary in order to be aware of their 
proximity. The tlowers do not, indeed, wither 
at their approach, but they do lose a part of 
their fragrance. ‘Laughter.| And: these are 
the men who are to give Georgiaa United States 
senator. Ofallthe arrant humbugs in this 
pinchback age of pratense and deception, of 
false weights and measures, of bad eggs and 
tainted meats, there are among alliance states- 
men leading cases and shining precedents. 
pangnye and applatise.} From the political 

oaf of imposture and corruption they cut the 
slice in which is hid the ring—-the golden re- 
ward of their noble ambitions. But, breth- 
ren,—I begin to usathe phrases of the al- 
liancemen. {Laughter and applause.| They 
say I agreed last night to vote for Calhoun. 
Behold, then, before you, not the arch de- 
ceiver, but the most bamboozled and misled 
characterin history. [Great laughter.} 

“Let us see if Iam bound to stand by the 
action of the caucus. Willany one say that 
if that action was brought about by frand 
and misrepresentation, the members of the 
raucus should not repusliate its decision and ab- 
nolve themselves from any connection with it ‘ 
Let us see how it happened that Mr. Calhoun 
wasnominated. How wonderful are politics! 
{ Laughter. | What revolutions! A week azo 
pur anti-Gordon caucus h.ad a session in the ball- 
room of the Kimball house. Fifty-three were 

resent. The sentiment of the body was taken. 
‘Mr. Norwood and Mr. Himes received all the 
totes except a few complimentary ones. Mr. 
lalhoun did not receive a single ballot. When 
his name was proposed, loud cries of ‘‘No! 
no!” rent tho walls. [Applause.| Even the 
gnan who presented his name did not vote for 
him. flanghter.} Most of these men were 
resent last night. They had changed their 
ppinions. They wore a new suit of 
convictions. [Laughter and  appiause.| 
Calhoun’s friends say his speech 
shanged them. How marvelous 
ts the gift of oratory! [Laughter.] At that 
gession last night Mr. Calhoun was nominated. 
At first seventy-seven were present. When 
Mr. Calhoun became a possibility, about four- 
teen retreated from the hall. As each alli- 
ancemian reached the door, the doorkeeper 
would say: ‘Must you go, my brother?’ and 
the brother would reply: ‘Yes, I must go, my 
brother.’ {Great laughter and applause.} And 
sixty three remained; not three darned little 
fools, but sixty-three. | Continued 
laughter. } And now let me say 
here this sacred remnant was 
brought ‘to nominate Mr. Calhoun. Let us 
see the fraud that was practiced. We cannot 
see all, buionly a part. A committee had 
been appointed to wait on the candidates and 
ascertain their views. Oh, how particular are 
these alliancemen about a man’s views! It 
was reported to the caucus that Mr. Nat 
Hammond said to thecomiittee that he was 
opposed to a railroad comnmussion. This bril- 
liant jurist received after this one lonely vote, 
though he was considered a prominent candi- 
date at breakfast. 

‘*‘Indeed, our caucus [favored Hammond at 
breakfasst, Hines at dinner, Norwood at sup- 

er, and Calhoun just before going to bed. 

Great Jaughter.! 

Mr. Hammond informed me today that the 
committee asked himif he favored state and 
national ownership of railroads according to 
their St. Louis platform and he said he did 
not. This was the first fraud. But for this 
Hammond might have been nominated. Thai 
is if other less theoretical! Influences than his 
opinions did not interpose. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.| Another brother advocating Calhoun 
saidl Mr. Calhoun has over twenty Gordon men 
promised to him. I diligently inquired today 
who those twenty or more were. But they 
dwindled as I pushed my inquiry. [Laughter. ] 
I got the figure down to ten, ‘whose names 
ought to be kept quiet.’ [Laughter and ap- 
plauso.| I think they ought. Modesty is be- 
coming in ali persons. You remember when 
the Lord threatened Sodom, Abraham got the 
Lord to consent to spare the city if he 
could furnish the names of fifty righteous cit- 
izens. But Abraham was playing a bluff 
game. [Great laughter.) He could not fur- 
nish even ten, and Sodom was destroyed. The 
Calhoun workers failed to furnish even ten. 
Perhaps this candidate wil] “ninety’’ under, 
[Laughter and applause.}] And after the nom- 
ination of Mr. Calhoun, I discovered that Mr. 
Livingston and Dr. Macune were behind all 
this. They were the men who exerted the 
most influence on the brethren of our 
caucus. {Laughter and applause.} It 
seems they must have placed their 
intluence where it would do the most good. 
I know little about Mr. Livingston. I beiieve 
he is, by profession, a farmer. [Langhter.] 
Dr. Macune heals the sick, sometimes he is 
said to heel the well. [Laughter and ap- 
plause}. [ must say he has never prescribed 
for me—jlaughter]—-but I think some of my 
alliance brethren have taken his pre- 
scription, and they are improving rapid] 
under his treatment. To tell you the truth I 
tried to accept Calhoun even after the frauds 
practiced in our caucus. But even my efforts 
to swallow the entire alliance platform, boards 
and splinters, did not enlarge my throat 
enough for Macune. [Great laughter and ap- 
piause.] I believe in these essential objects 
of reform advocated by true alliance- 

men, but Macune is not a part 
of my creed. They tell me his 
presence here is easily accounted for. He is}a 
cosmopolite. He lives in all the states in 
turn. I have a friend in Georgia whois here 
because no other state is open tohim. But 
Dr. Macune, it seems, is here because all the 
states are opentohim. He might even live 
in Texas now, the statute of limitations hay- 
ng expired.

“T don’t oppose Mr. Calhoun because he is a 
native of South Carolina and a resident of 
New York—|laughter|—but what county 
asked for Calhoun? What interest demanded 
his election? The Richmond Terminal, and 
that only—{applause|—a road bonded and 
stocked for $160,000,000. ‘There is a resolution 
in the legislature to tix the pay of legislators 
at $160 for the session. ‘I am tempted to cal- 
culate how much 219, the number of our pres- 
ent legislature, will go into $160,000,000. 
Perhaps they will gointo it as often as they 
can. [Laughter and applause.] I do not 
doubt Mr. Calhoun’s integrity, but I say the 
question is now, ‘Shall the state control the 
railroads, or shall the railroads control the 
state?’ Legislators, destroy with a Promethean 
the disgrace that menaces our common- 
wealth, as our ancestors did the Yazoo 
act, passed by a corrupt general assembly. 
Alliance and non-alliance members, abide by 
your principles. Let no Circe, with all her 
enchantments, swerve you from your path of 
duty, nor drive you into the ignominy that 
may await you. 

‘‘T now introduce to you Mr. T. M. Norwood, 
a gentleman of profound intellect, perfect in- 
tegrity and established fame. Let his friends 
stand by him if he remainsintherace. There 
is no prophesying political results. At any 
rate, be men, honest men, and stand by your 
colors.’’ [Applause.] 

Mr. Norwood's Speech. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,’’ Mr. Norwood 
began, as the applause subsided, “and fellow 
citizens of Georgia: Itis known to many of 
you that I have been laboring under a disability 
for afew weeks, which has prevented my ad- 
dressing the legislature before tonight. Iwas 
billed tospeak Monday, but my throat made 
it impossible for me to fill the appointment. 

“T would not appear tonight, considering my 
physical condition, but for the fact that I feel 
it a duty. 

“IT am a Georgian by birth, education, resi- 
dence and affections. I have been honored by 
these, my people, and I felt it my duty, as it 
would be the duty of any citizen when con- 
vinced there is danger to the people, to 
raise his voice and sound the warning. 

“I came to indulge in no personality or 
levity, for the subjectis one ‘ir above that. 
Before proceeding I will say a word about my- 
self. 

“Two friends waked me up very !ate last 
night to announce to me the nomination of 
Mr. Pat Calhoun and the death of monopolies. 
[Great laughter.) I went back tosleep. The 
first thing I heard on the street this 
morning was from a friend. who told 
methat Mr. Stevens told him that General 
Gordon had just told him that Mr. Norwood 
had just written a letter to blow up the Pat 
Calhoun nomination. I wrote no such letter, 
norhave I held any communication with 
General Gordon since the 19th of September. 

“IT heard next that I was going to make a 
speech to elect General Gordon. That was 
equally untrue. I am here to speak in the 
interest of no man, not even myself. I am 
speaking tonight from the standpoint of an 
allianceman,”’ 

Mr. Norwood,in an interesting historical 
sketch, described the equality—social, polit- 
ical, religious and otherwise—that existed in 
the first decades after the revolution, and then 


_the movement towards concentrated money 


and the formation of trusts and monopolies. 

‘The people, especially the farming people, 
have seen their property diminishing and their 
burdens increasing, their children growing up 
in ignorance but while they felt this they could 
hardly tell whence it proceeded. One circum- 
stance in the way of relief has been simply 
that the south was a distinct minority in con- 
gress, an@ the democrats of the south were 
powerless. The north would not combine with 
us, the democrats of the north aftiliating 
rather, upon many questions, with the northern 
republicans. 

‘‘Another obstruction, and a great one, has 
been the spirit of sectionalism. “Ihe conse- 
quence has been that every step taken by the 
south, however patriotic, has been looked on 
with suspicion ; argument about the tariff, the 
the banking system, and other national affairs, 
was lost upon them; their ears were closed 
when they were reminded that rebel briga- 
were doing so-and-so. The farmers, knowing 
that the evil sprung from the financial con- 
dition, determined to organize for relief. 
Then this alliance army, with its white ban- 
ners of peace, proclaiming the gospel of brother 
hood throughout the length and breadth of the 
land was organized. 

‘*The first blow they struck was at section- 
alism, making the order a national one, as it is 
today, Their next step was towards a remedy 
for these evils. They set towork to all agree 
upon one scheme for relief. They produced 
the subtreasury plan to correct the evils of our 
tinancial system. They formulated this and 
sent it to cComgress as their plan— 
it matters little whether or not it was the 
wisest or best that,could be devised. 
m‘‘There Jit was] §treated disrespectfully, 
thrown into the waste basket, ridiculed as 
‘purile.2 What then? The farmers knew 
that relief must come from congress, and 
turned their attention to the national capito). 
They wanted men therein sympathy with 
them, who would respect their wishes, and 
put into execution what they devised. 

‘*Let’s narrow this discussion down. 

“What did the Georgia Alliance do? I 
wish my alliance friends to pay particular 
attention to this, if only for @ few minutes. 
You wanted friends who would do something 
foryou. Whiatwas made the test? The sub- 
treasury. That was the issue upon which 
Watson, Grimes, Clements and _  Stew- 
art were _ retired. There- was no 
difference of opinion about monopolies. The 
subtreasury was the only’ issue for 
the single reason that there was no other issue 
t» make. Did any of these men defeated 
favor znonopolies or trusts? Not one. The 
whole peopre of the south are a unit on those 
matters. speak now as an allianceman—if 
called upon to define in two words the great 
underlying principle of the alliance, what 
would ‘the answer be? Anti-monop- 
oly! [ Applause. | Anti-monopoly is 
against oppressive tariff --—— against 
trusts and monopolies of all sorts—is the corner 
stone of the order. But the subtreasury is not 
a principle—only a remedy. Principles are 
eternal, remedies change with time. Yet you 
allianceinen, mark it, fought these battles for 
the remedy alone. Did youdo right? I say 
you did. 

“You had the right to make the fight your 
own way, and you made it for the subtreasury. 
You thought, and think now, there is merit 
in the plan, and that it will work 
relief, more or less. If by § wmeet- 
ing with your’. brethren of the 
west, north and east you can carry this into 
effect you have aright todo so. Now, let us 
apply the argument to the conditions con- 
fronting us today. Is a remedy of greater 
value than a principle? If you retired these 
democratic congressmen for the 
remedy can you sacrifice a principle now? 
It is not a question of men, but of principle, 
and of life and death to your alliance organ- 
ization. Having driven from congress four 
able, honest, trae democrats, and suppianted 
them with the same character of men 
and democrats, because they differed with you 
about the remedy, tell me, alliancemen, how 
you can justify your taking a man differing 
with you upon the essential rin- 
ciples of your organization. hat 
is Mr. Calhoun? Nearly at the 
head of one of the greatest monopolies of the 
United States—in charge of 7,500 miles of rail- 
road that stretches like an octopus—its ven- 
omous head resting upon Manhattan island, 
grasping in its arms the whole south and 
sucking to itself the  life-blood = of 
the people. He has written two com- 
munications, signed “Georgian,” and upon 
them so, far as I know,frests his character as @ 
statesman and his profession of friendship to 
the alliance and devotion to their cause. Back 
of that is an alliance record, but with Wall 
street and railroad monopolies.

and stocks. Do you know anything else for 
which he was noted. If so, name it, and I 
will give him the credit for it. 
Will you commit the lamb to the 
wolf as a nursing mother. If so send 
Pat Calhoun, the monopolist and railroad 
magnate, who made a fortune out of you 
manipulating stocks and bonds—send him to 
the senate to guard your interests. Whenyou 
do, and before you do, ask your friends to 
swear out a writof lunacy. [Prolonged laugh- 
ter and applause.} There's. the logic 
of the  aliiance action last night, 
There were three candidates; and a fourth 
candidate—Governor Gordon. (Applante.J 
There are two objections to General Gordon. 
One is his objection to the subtreasury plan, 
and the other is his connection with railroads 
and monopolies. The subtreasury in addition, 
there is the same objection to him as to Pat 
Calhoun. 

“How will you account to your constituents? 
Why did you abandon the fundamental princi- 
ples of the alliance to take a man 
we never would endorse? Who heard 
of Pat Calhoun during the campaign? 
What is your answer? Some say to beat Gen- 
eral Gordon; it could not be done with any- 
body else. Did youtry? Youhad four days 
vet. That answer won’t do and there is 
no other. Better be beaten by General 
Gordon or anybody else than beat 
yourselves. What encouragement was. I 
offered last night for my humble labor in the 
interest of the alliance, not in the nomination, 
but the result?

‘‘A trap was laid for this legislature as far 
back as January. Iam told that at a certain 
date, a certain party bought an _ in- 
terest in the paper and that 
forthwith editorials about monopolies failed 
toappear. They were in favor of defeating 
John B. Gordon with some unknown 
man. During <August I was drawn 
in this race. While county after 
county was urging me torun that paper was 
loud in praise of myself. They did that to 
weaken General Gordon. When county after 
county began instructing for me, my name was 
taken out of the paper. I was 
becoming too strong for the unknown 
candidate. In order to prepare the minds of 
the people for blessings to be bestowed upon 
them through the wisdom and discrimination 
of this Georgia legislature, an editorial was 
writtenin The National Economist—leading 
editorial, October 25th, this year, and circu- 
lated throughout the country just before the 
meeting of the legislature, It is by the very 
celebrated Dr. Macune.”’ 

Mr. Norwood read the editorial referring to 
the articles written by ‘‘Georgian;”’ prophe- 
sied a future of prominence, and declaritig 
that the writing must have come from the 
heart. 

Mr. Norwood told of the caucuses, in the 
first of which Mr. Calhoun’s name was pro- 
posed. 

‘‘After this,”’ said he, “Mr. Calhoun’s 
strength dwindled away and vanished. We 
were not expecting his name to be presented 
in the caucus last night.” 

“They worked it tine!” 

Mr. Norwood defended his conduct in refus- 
ing to abide by the nomination. He explained 
that his promise was conditional, and that the 
conditions had not been kept. He promised 
to vote for nobody not in accord with alliance 
principles, and he thought this freed him from 
voting for Mr. Calhoun. 

Mr. Norwood referred to the scandal in 
Ohio about the election of Hon. Calvin 8S. Brice, 
who, he said, is another director in the West 
Point Terminal. He declared that the Georgia 
legislature was upon the eve of another such 
scandal. He concluded with the declaration 
that the speech was made in the interest of no 
man, not even his own; that he had in it no 
interest but as a private citizen of the state, 

At the conclusiormof Mr. Norwood’s ad- 
dress, there were repeated calls for General 
Gordon, but he was not present. 

Uncle Jimmy Carmichael, another candi- 
date for the senate, made a speech while the 
crowd was filingout. _

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The Speeches Last Night. 

Two remarkable speeches were made in 
the hall of the house of représentatives 
last night—one by Mr. Gazaway Hart- 
ridge, a member of the anti-Gordon 
caucus that nominated Mr. Pat Calhoun 
the night before, and the other by Hon. 
T. M. Norwood, a candidate for United 
Btates scnator. 

Both these gentlemen were very bitterly 
disappointed at the result of that caucus, 
and insinuated in their speeches that 
there was no other logical conclusion but 
that there was fraud, because the change 
'rom Norwood to Calhoun was so quick. 
But neither submitted one word of proof 
to this unjust charge. It would be very 
unkind in a member of that caucus to 
charge that Mr. Hartridge had _ been 
bought to do what he did last 
aight, but the change in his  atti- 
tude in twenty-four hours is just as 
susceptible to such a charge as the intima- 
tion he wants to convey against members 
of the caucus. He was certainly in per- 
fect accord with the caueus—accepted a 
place on the conimittee to notify Mr. Cal- 
houn, and served with the committee, and 
congratulated Mr, Calhoun on his nomi- 
objection 
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nation—without any apparent 
until it was all over and he conferred with 
his candidate who was defeated. 

Mr. Norwood was certainly as unfortu- 
nate in his charge that Mr. Calhoun was 
t monopolist simply because he was a rail- 
‘oad attorney; and he did not confine this 
tharge to Mr. Calhoun, but said the same 
charge applied to Governor Gordon, and 
left the only inference to be drawn that 
he was not because he had written a book 
on plutocracy. 

If being a railroad attorney makes Mr. 
Calhoun and Governor Gordon monopolists, 
then Mr. Norwood is under the same 
charge, for he was for years the attor- 
ney of Mr. Huntington's system in this 
state and in the south—a system larger 
and much more of a monopoly than 
either the Terminal company the 
Louisville and Nashville company. But 
these charges are all unjust and im- 
proper, and are simply made to injure 
the chances, of a prominent. candidate. 
A railroad attorney is no more responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the company than 
a jJawyer who defends a man for mur- 
der, arson and theft is guilty of the 
crime he defends in the courts.

The Story of the Serpent. 

Not since the Royal George went down, 
with hundreds of stout-hearted English 
soldiers, all singing ‘‘Rule Britannia,’’ has 
there been an ocean horror equal to the 
sinking of the British war vessel Serpent, 
near the Spanish coast. 

It was left for a poet to tell the story of 
the Royal George, and to this day there 
lingers in the minds of his readers a picture 
of ghat gallant but ill-fated ship. It was 
the climax of heroic resignation when the 
doomed soldiers and sailors fell into line at 
the tap of the drum and went down in the 
raging waters, leaving behind them the ring- 
ing refrain: 

For Britons never, never shall be slaves! 

And now the Serpent is at the bottom of 
the sea with her precious freight of battle- 
scarred heroes. Of the 300 officers and men 
on board, only three were saved, and they 
were more dead than alive. 

It was the darkest night in the worst 
storm of the year when the cruiser was 
hurled upon the rocks with such tremendous 
force that their jagged edges tore a great 
hole in her keel. One awful moment of 
suspense, and every heart stood still. The 
sounds of revelry in the cabin ceased, and a 
hush fell upon the men on deck and below. 

With another mammoth wave the vessel 
slipped back into the hideous darkness upon 
the bosom of the mad Atlantic. There was 
no time for despair, and not a man gave 
utterance to useless lamentations. 

Among those war-worn veterans were gay 
young officers thinking of their sweethearts, 
and old fellows who had shed their blood 
for England’s queen in every quarter of the 
globe—old men with wives and children at 
home praying to the God of storms to save 
them from the lightning and the gale, 

In one brief moment these men clasped 
hands. A broken prayer—d few wild oaths 
from the more reckless—and all was over. 
The Serpent had plunged downward to the 
bottom, and three crippled wretches cling- 
ing to the rugged rocks were left to tell the 
tale.

False Figuring in Cotton. 

For several months the bears in the cotton 
market have been trying to figure out a crop 
500,000 bales larger than was made, and 
with this kind of calculation, helped by two 
severe disturbances of the money market, 
they have succeeded in hammering prices 
until a large part of the crop is disposed of, 
In a word, they have robbed the producers 
by false figures. 

This sort of thing has-gone on until it is 
not only a fraud on its face, but the con- 
spirators are attacking reputable houses _ be- 
cause they make sensible estimates of the 
crop. Whenthe government reported an 
average yield of 187 peunds of lint per acre,; 
which, on 20,000,000 acres, makes 7,480,000 
bales, the bears rushed into the panicky 
market with the statement that the goverh- 
ment reports showed a crop of 8,000,000 
bales. With that and tight money they suc- 
cessfully hammered prices downto a point 
considerably below the value of cotton under 
present circumstances. Whe. .¢ Liverpool 
house of Ellison & Co. cabled their opinion 
that the government’ report of 187 pounds 
per acre showed a yield of about 17,500,000 
bales, the bears, whose purposes the truth 
did not suit, hooted at the idea, and began 
sharp attacks on the reputation of the Liver- 
pool house. When the same house made 
the reasonable statement that, owing to 
storms and stains, the spinning value of the 
crop was less than usual, and that, instead 
of being supplied with 7,500,000 bales, the 
world would need 7,900,000 of American 
cotton, this opinion, based on facts developed 
within a few weeks, was attacked because 
of its ‘‘suddenness.’’ It is only a fool who 
refuses to see the effect. of newly discovered 
facts, but it often suits the purpose of specu- 
lators to deny the existence of such facts 
when they have acted upon calculations 
made before the modifying influences were 
perceptible. In spite of the hammering of 
speculators, it is as plain as the nose on a 
man’s face that cotton is cheap and shorts 
are in danger. 


Another McKinley Outrage. 

A correspondent writing from Newport, 
Ky., calls our attention to the fact that John 
C. Drueber, of the Drueber-Hampden Watch 
Factories of Canton, O,, has begun to dis- 
charge men who did not vote for MéKinley, 
Twelve men have already ‘been ‘discharged, 
and the statement of our correspondent 
confirms the newspaper accounts of the 
treatment which democratic workingmen. 
have received at the hands of the partisan 
republicans.

The republican congressmen are now 
well satisfied that the people of the country 
do not demand such a measure, and in fact 
are opposed toit. With the masses clamor- 
ing for peace, it is not likely that their rep- 
resentatives will vote fora bayonet election 
law. 

But, under the circumstances, the placing 
of this bill on the statute books would 
amount to nothing. It would be a dead let- 
ter. With public opinion solidly against it, 
and every prospect of the election of a demo- 
cratic president in 1892, the attempt to en- 
force bayonet control of the ballot box would 
be a failure.

_jJewed the grange would have been 


elected steward of the 


THIRD DAY OF THE GRANGE. 


A Large Amount of Business Introduced 
and Referred. 

The grange was opened yesterday by Worthy 
Lecturer Whitehead, acting as master. 

The secretary read several communications 
on various subjects, the principal one being a 
call from President Polk, of the alliance, ask- 
ing that delegates be appointed to meet repre- 
sentatives of all farmers’ organizations, with a 
view to forming a confederation for united 
action upon such lines as all such organiza- 
tions are fairly well agreed upon. 

Mr. William Saunders, of Washington city, 
who was sent by Secretary Rust as a repre- 
sentative of the department of agriculture at 
this meeting, wasintroduced. In introducing 
Mr. Saunders, Mr. Whitehead said: That 
when master of the New Jersey state grange, 
many years ago, he had applied to the then 
commissioner of agriculture to have the agri- 
cultural reports sent to the granges of his 
state, and the reply was that ‘this department 
does not recognize the grange.”’ Since then, 
mainly through grange efforts, the depart- 
ment of agriculture had §been created, with 
its head a cabinet officer and the secretary of 
agriculture does recognize the grange. 

Mr. Saunders expressed his pleasure at being 
present upon the ordersof Secretary Rusk, 
who, he stated, desired to have his department 
represented at all farmers’ meetings so that 
he might learnof the farmer’s needs and be 
able to thus bring the department into the 
closest possible contact with the farmers of the 
country. 

A large number of resolutions, some of gen- 
eral interest and others relating purely to the 
order, were introduced and referred. 

Mrs.«L. A. Hawkins, (wife of Hon. Hiram 
Hawkins, of Alabama,) chairman of the na- 
tional committee on “woman’s work in the 
grange,” presented an interesting report which 
was adopted. , 

The g@ecutive committee, through its chair 
man, Leonard Rhone, of Pennsylvania, sub- 
mitted a most satisfactory report, which was 
ordered to be printed and its consideration 
made the special order for 11 o’clock this 
morning. 

At 12:30 o’clock the grange took a recess 
until 2:30 o’clock.

The old Methodist hymn, ‘Come Thou 
Fount of Every Biessing,’’ was then sung by 
a mighty chorus of athousand voices, until the 
walls of Trinity rang again. 

There was not standing roomin the aiskes 
when Miss Willard began: 

Among other beautiful things she said: 

Beloved Friends and Comrades: We aro as- 
-seinbled here in Georgia, theempire state of this 
great southland, by reason of an invitation sent 
to us at Chicago, from General John Bb. Gordon, 
its gallant governor. from its legislature and the 
mayor of its renowned “Gate City.”’ This was, 
indeed, high honor and significant courtesy. It 
meant that the National Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union is for “native land,’’ not fora 
section, and is guided by the southern cross as 
well as the north star. 

Grateful for the good will that called us, we 
have come to the smiling land of Oglethorpe, who 
preceded by a prayer meeting the fuunding of Sa- 
vannah; to the land blessed generations aco, by

the land of Alexander H. Stephens, of -whom his 
colored attendant said: *‘Mas’r Alick’s kinder to 
dogs than most folks is to men;’’ the land of Ben 
{lill, the peerless orator, and of Joseph E. Brown, 
the trusted statesman. We have come to the 
Georgia of Judge Longestreet’s famous 
“scenes,” of ‘Uncle Reznus,’’ and “Bull 
Arp,” of “Old Si,’ and Richard Malcolm 
Johnson; the Georgia of taat southera “Brother 
Jonathan,” Rey. Sam Jones, the greatest humorist 
among them; the land of those famous champions 
of our cause, Senator Colquitt, Dr. Felton and 
Walter 1s. Hill; of those noble sons of the church, 
Drs. Heidt, Hawthorne and Lee, ang Bishops 
Pierce and Haygood; the land in whose bright 
firmament burn those stars of the first magnitude, 
Paul Hayne and Sidney Lanier, poets beloved, 
and Henry W. Grady, Georgia's favorite and 
lamented son. But “King Alcohol 18 en- 
throned in the realm of King Cotton,” 
to quote the words of that scholarly Georgian, 
Professor Scomp, and Atilanta’s proud neck has 
once more come under the yoke lifted for a brief 
space five yearsago, Nevertheless Georgia has 
the signal honor of having been the first Amer- 
ican colony with a prohivitory law. “In 1753,” 
says Professor Scomp’s book, “the wholo colony, 
not then two years old, was put under prohibition 
of rum and distilled liquors—a law which re- 
force nine years; antedating that 
of Maine by more than a century. 
Georgia was the first southern” state to 
start a temperance rege ope in 1834; and in 1839 
Josiah Fiournoy, a pious farmer of Putnam 


county, canvassed the state with heroic persever- - 


ance, securing naincs to a petition to the legisla- 
ture for the abolition of the sale of spirituous 
liquors or the closing of barrooms.” 

Ko other commonwealth in all the union can 
match this record, and when we consider the 
present position of ne ae asthe banner prohi- 
bition state of the south, (having local prohibition 
in 100 of its 137 counties) and led on to this proud 
precedence by Colonel C. R. Pringle and Governor 
William J. Northen, wo Bum up a_ situation 
that explains why as white-ribbon women we are 
welcume here and more than glad wecaine.

‘Ihe holiness of hand labor is be- 
comming better understood. We are perceiving 
that it conduces so symmetry of character; that 
until you have yoked head, hand and heart, indi- 
vidual culture must lack unity, seciety cannot 
have solid strength and government can never bo 
truly democratic. * *

The march played was “‘Saul’s Prohibition 
March,’’ composed by Dr. J. F. Saul, and dedi- 
cated to the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of America. 

Addresses of Welcome. 

An overflow meeting was announced in the 
basement of the church, owing to the immense 
number of visitors who were unabie to find 
even standing room in the auditorium. 

Dr. Anna Shaw was asked to address this 
overflow meeting, which was very largely at- 
tended. 

After a fervent prayer by Dr. A. F. Sherrill, 
Rev. Dr. J. W. Heidt was introduced in be- 
half of the Atlanta Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and he delivered an addréss of 
hearty welcome from the 150 women of the 
Atlanta union to the delegates to the conven- 
tion. 

Rey. Dr. J. W. Lee followed in an address 
of welcome in behalf of the clergy, which was 
a most beautiful tribute to the worth and 
work of the Christian women. 

Owing to the absence of Mayor Glenn, 
Colonel B. F. Abbott was deputed to sneak in 
his stead in behalf of the city of Atlanta. 

As Governor W. J. Northen arose the 
ladies gave him the Chautauqua salute, and 
the crowded church looked as if a snow storm 
had suddenly fallen.

RAILROAD RUMBLINGS. 


A NEW MANAGEMENT FOR THE 
UNION PACIFIC. 


General Information of General, Special 
and Personal Interest to Rallroad 
Men All Over the Country. 


The Louisville and Nashville road will give 
a Christmas holiday excursion out of Texas 
on Deceinber 20th, 21st and 22d toall persons 
wishing to go tothe south and southwest to 
eat CWristmas turkey with their friends or rela- 
tives living in these sections of the country 
The rate wil) be one fare for the round trip, 
good for thirty days. Through trains from all 
points’ in Texas will run to the union depot, 
Atlanta, and at this point all passengers will 
change. 


The extraordinary crop, in Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Texas have acted asan extra 
inducement to immigrants, and hundreds of 
families are tiocking from the Carolinas. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad ex- 
pects to soon put in service a solid train be- 
tween Louisville and Atlanta. It will leave 
Louisville at 7:35 o’clock a. m., Nashville at 
9-95 o’clock p. m., Chattanooga at 7:15 o’clock 
p.m. and arrive at Atlanta at 11:30 o’clock p. 
m, Returning, it will leave Atlanta at 11 
o'clock p. m. and arrive in Louisville at 7 
o'clock the next evening. This train will be 
provided with elegant buffer sleeping cars be- 
tween Louisville and Jacksonville, Fla., with- 
out change. 


Much dissatisfaction exists with the present 
management of the Union Pacific railroad, of 
which Charles Francis Adams is president, 
and itis thought not unlikely that the stock- 
holders will, before long, bring about a change 
in the methods of the management of the prop- 
erty, which will result in great benefit to that 
road aud to American raiiroads generally. 

The dicectors of the Alabama and Vicks- 
burg railroad, a division of the Queen and 
Crescent system, met in Cincinati Tuesday 
sud elected the following officers to serve dur- 
mg the ensuing year: Charles Schiff, presi- 
jent: ©. C. Harvey, vice president; H. H. 
Tatum, secretary and treasurer. 

The people of Florence are taking active in- 
terest in the St. Louis and Birmingham Air- 
line, and the chances are that it will sure be 
built as far south as Florence. A committee 
has been appointed to look after raising the re- 
quired amount to get the road. The committee 
is actively at work. If this road is built it 
will give Florence a trunk line, and the shops 
and round-house will be located there. The 
road as projected will run from St. Louis to 
Florence, and the prospects for its being built 
goon are very flattering. From Florence it 
will be built to Birmingham. 

Contractors are now at work on the new 
alignment of the Alabama Mineral railroad 
from Boswell’s station to Talladega. Ninoty- 
two fect of grades and many stiff curves will 
be avoided by the change of route. The Ala- 
baina Mineral, completed to Calera, will be 
one of the finest properties in the state. 

Chairman Magoun, of %the Atchison road, 
gays that *‘the Atchison does not contemplate 
any new building and that the report of the 
Avlantic and Pacific surveyors _locat’ 
ing  linesinto the Texas Panhandle 
probably arises from, the fact that 
the land department of the Atlantic and 
Pacific has some surveying to doin connec- 
tion witn its land grant claim. Since last 
June fifty-one railroad schemes have been pre- 
sented to the Atchison company and laid upon 
the shelf where they will probably rest for 
some time. The Atchison does not need to 
build now tostrengthen its geographical posi- 
tion. Its Texas and southwestern business is 
fully protected, and trailic from the Atchi- 
son’s vast territory is interchanged with the 
eastern trunk lines either at St. Louis or 
Chicago. ‘The road is firmly established on 


the great lakes, on the gulf and on the Pacific | 


coast in southern California, and the purchase 
of the Colorado Midland completes the 
strategic position of the Atchison in the 
transcontinental trade. It gives an outlet 
through the Colorado pssses to Salt Lake, 
Ozden and the Pacific northwest without 
further building or expense, and it was better 
that the Atchison should possess this route 
than that it should pass to possible rivals. 

Judge Vausterberg, of the Minnesota su- 
preme court, has handed down a decision which 
settles the question of the validity ofa railroad 
ticket purchased of a ticketgbroker or scalper, 
and the liability of a railroad company to ac- 
cept such a ticket when offered by an innocent 
purchaser. 

In August, 1888, the Northern Pacific rail- 
way issued certain excursion tickets from De- 
troit, Minn., to Minneapolis and return. Cas® 

r Carsten bought the return stub of a 

inneapolis broker and took passage from 
Minneapolis to Detroit. The conductor would 
not accept this ticket. Carsten brought action 
against the railroad company, and the lower 
court held that he could not recover. He then 
appealed to the supreme court, and the decis- 
ion is reversed, the court holdivg that a round- 
trip ticket used by a purchaser in going to the 
station named and then sold and transferred, 
norestrictions appearing, is valid im the hands 
of the holder and entitles him to a return pas- 
Sage, subject to the prescribed limitations as 
to time, etc., and actual damages may be col-

THE STOCK MAKEXT. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 14.—The stock market 
today was much less active than fora week past, 
the general list being comparatively dull, with 
small fluctuations and practically devoid of feat- 
ure. There was, however, no lack of animation 
in half a dozen or more of the leading stocks, 
and their fluctuations were as large as usual, the 
prevailing tendency being downward. The cause 
for the renewal of uneasiness in the market was 
to be found this morning in the dispatches fromm 
abroad, which retiected a less confident tone than 
for the past two days, and indicated that the 
Bijueeze for money on theother side was by no 
means over. Money cabled from San Francisco 
yesterday and today, aggregating $1,500,000, gave 
a much easier tone to the money market here, and 
while funds on cal] were run up to 12 per cent at 
one time, loans were made as low as 4 and the 
final one at 5 percent. Domestic news was rather 
of an encouraging character, but movements in 
the market were again principally owing to the 
operations of bears, whe took advantage of the 
cessation of the dispositien to buy for a rise, 
which has been 60 prominent for the past day or 
two. There was, however, buying of an excel- 
lent character and the gencral list showed its ef- 
fects. London prices were generally jower than 
ours of iast evening, and with news from the other 
sides encouraged the demonstration against a 
few stocks at the opening, which was very irreg- 
ular, with marked lossesinafew stocks, among 
which Louisville and Nashville, with a loss of 2 
per cent, Union Pacitic with 1'4,and Atchison and.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, Noveinber i4—Wheat—Sellers were 
around the pits in overwhelming numbers, and 
there was practically an illustration on ’change, 
exhibited under very exciting circumstances, of 
the difficuity of disposing of goods upon an over- 
stocked market,except at slaughter prices. De- 
cember wheat showed, at tho closing price today, 
a loss since yesterday at the corresponding time 
of 1%c and May of 14%c. Corn dropped 1'4c and 
oats 1%,c in the same time, while provisions 
marchedin the rear, butin the same direction 
with the grain markets. There was one excited 
struggic atthe commencement of. business to get 
rid of wheat by those who were stii. holders of it. 
Statistics were not a factor in business today. It 
was principally a matter of exhausted margins, 
and at such times of monetary stringency and 
vanishing values, fulltmargins have become won- 
dertully narrow. ‘The usual'inttuences occasioned 
by the daily movement fell fiat. When the mar- 
két opened there were sellers of December anxious 
to get B'ecandafew buyers at over 95'4c, and 
the readiness with which these latter were sup- 
plied, made those who were willing to buy hold off 
for still lower figures, and they did not have long 
to wait. There was amimmediate decline to 844c, 
and May, which started at around 102@102"%c, slid 
off rapidly to 101@1015,c. At these prices trading 
was very excited, and enormous lines of long 
wheat were dropped, and corresponding lines of 
short wheat covered. This caused prices to rally, 
and Deeémber wheat advanced to 95\4c and May 
to 102'4c. Thia ra!lying turn was taken advantage 
of to put out additional lines of short wheat, and 
before the session was two hours old the price of 
December ‘wheat had gotten down to 931,c, and 
May to 10044c. There were sales of flour reported 
forexport from Minneapolis, of wheat loading at 
St. Loui’ for fofeicn shipmért, and for censider- 
able purchases on foreign account at New York, 
but the moderate rallies occasioned by such news 
had to staying qaulities. December, after selling 
up to #44c and May to 1011,c, relapsed to 93%4c 
and 100%, c respectively, and It was not until within 
fifteen minutes of the close that traders began to 
have any confidence in the bottom prices for the 
day, having been already experienced. 

Liqnidation; which was 80 prominent a feature 
of the day’s business in the wheat pit, was also a 
notablecircumstance in the corn deal. The open- 
ing price for May was 2c, or *,c below the point 
twhich it closed yesterday.

THE LEGISLATURE IS KNUCKLING 
DOWN TO BUSINESS.

What Was Done by the Law-Makers Yester- 
day~—Seme Very Notable Bills in 
the House—Other Notes. 


Already there aro dozens of weighty meas- 
ures awaiting the attention of the Georgia law- 
makers. 

If the members of the house introduced no | 
other bills than those now pending before that 
body, they would have a great task before | 
them in the satisfactory settlement of tho is- 
sues for discussion. 

Yesterday was a great day in the house. 

Among the bills introduced of special ini- 
portance was a bill entitled ‘‘An act to regulate 
the freight charges made by raitroeds of ‘the 
state.”” , Be 

The bill is offered for passage by Mr. Bar- 
rett, of Pike county, and speaking of its pur- 
poses yesterday he said: 

“T want to see the bill pass for the reason 
that it provides for the election of th railroad 

- goinmissioners by the people of Geongta. This 
is the chief purpose of the bill. I Jjaok upon 
the railroad commission as one of the most 
important legislative bodies in the state, and 
[think it ought to be chosen by the peopio 

jrectly. 
' “We must have better methods of regulat- 
ing freight rates by the people.”’ 
Mr. Boifeuillet’s Bill. 

Representative Boifeuillet, of Bibb, intro- 
duced a bill yesterday which is of corisiderable 
interest, particularly to all the tax receivers 
of tlie state. 

It provides to increase the pay of the tax 

_geceivers by allowing them the same commis- 
gion for receiving taxes as is allowed the tax 
collectors for collecting county ftaxes. Mr. 

 Boifenillet and otier members of ‘the legisla- 
ture think the bill should pass.; The state 
atlows receivers the same commission as the 
eoliectors for collecting state taxes, and the 
advocates of Mr. Boifeuillet’s bill think the 


same should badone relative to county taxes. | 


Mr. Boifeuillet says: ‘‘It is a fwell-known 


- fact that the legislature has been f¢r years im- 


posing new duties upon the tajx receivers 
without providing any compensation therefor. 
‘Take my county of Bibb, for an exismple. Dur- 
ing the past ten years the businest; and duties 
of the oftice of tax receiver have fincreased 300 
percent. The duties of other |tax receivers 
have increased in abont the same proportion.” 
A Road Tax. 

Mr. Brodnax, of Walton, has a bill provid- 
ing for the levying of a special] tax for keeping 
up public roads in the various counties of Geor- 
gia. 

“The bill amends section 616 <b) of the re- 
vised code,”’ says Mr. Brodnax, ‘by striking 
out the phrase that requires money for keeping 
up roads should be taken from any funds not 
otherwise appropriated, and puts in its stead a 
ciause providing for the levy of a special road 
tax not to exceed one-half of one mill per 
centum. 

“Thus you see, the objectof the billis to 
raise a road fund by taxation to be used for ex- 
traordinary work on public roads, and to put 
and keep the roadsin better «condition than 
they can possibly be kept by work done by 
hands subject to road duty. 

“The officials having charge ofthe roads 
never have any funds by which: they can have 
extra work done, and by allowing them the 
power toraise aroad fund by- taxation to be 
used for such purposes, will gzreatly improve 
our present system of working roads.”’ 

Public Schooks.

Ifis bill is one that offers qu ite a change to 
the present managemen* of country scheols. 
In the first place he wishes to do away 
with the county school comm) .ssioner, and the 
county boards of education and to have a 
general committee with the .ordinary af each 
county as chairman, and threse trustees) from 
each subdistrict withthe patr ons of the schools 
to seleat teachers for the aca¢d.emies swpported 
by the publie schoo! system. 

He claims that this will save money, and 
arges that this saving will throw more money 
into the schools. 

He also introduces a tt)! crequiring: certain 
fines to be payed into the cou nty treasuries for 
educational purposes.

KMENDING THE FENCE LAW. 
Mnportant bill was passed in the senate, 
to amend section 1455 of the code. 

The bill was introduced by Senator Culver, 
of the twentieth. 

Its purpose is to afford immediate relief to 
the forty or more counties in Georgia affected 
by the recent decision of the supreme court 
declaring their stock law, obtained by special 
acts, illogak” 

Thére being no fences in these counties,~the 
fields are suddenly left exposed to the ravages 
of vagrant stock. 

Under the general law, as it now stands, it 
requires six months after a stock law is passed 
for it to go into effect. 

The purpose of Senator Culver’s proposed 
amendment isto change this time so thata 
stock law can become operative at thirty days 
after its adoption by the people of a county. 

OTHER SENATE BILLS, 

Senator Johnson, of the twenty-first, is the 
author of a bill passed yesterday to amend 
section JOlof the code. The time allowed 
for certiorari proceedings in criminal cases,.the 
bill provides, sha)! be extended to thirty days, 
instead of ten days, as it now is.
